a) a desite to placate Lynch and get along with him, in order to assure of his 
continuing cooperation, and 

b) a desire to confirm the report if true, 

X called C 2X in and mentioned to him that X was aware (ae a result of my having 
acted as a courier '’or him at Raaallah on the occasion of the Dulles fracas) that he 
was keeping you apprised of certain local developments - and also that you had mentioned 
that he might give me some material to pass on to you. Ha agreed and said res and 
appeared quite willing to go along with me that rv>int (He would I!).

etc - but had nothing concise of the Taher story. He volunteered to see vhat he could 
get.

deaiie uo Keep well informed, and a tempting to dig too deeply into matters that aren’t 
really our business. X said ve expected him to excercise all possible discretion 
J UMA in order to avoid any possibility of putting anyone, including himself, in an 
awkward position. He said he would and left. He got the lowdown (or at least tttt some 
of it)f rcm £ 3 &nd various other pals of He. So I was able to give Lynch 

a faitly decent summary the next day. I didn’t give him all the details, nor anything 
vnich vould reveal the channels. I’ve still got to go through the material carefully 
and see whether some of it should be shot in tomorrow. Everything came to a dead 
halt on VJednesday, I regret to inform you, as the result of the sudden death of little 
Hilary Wallace of polio. When I made the routine offer to "help in any way I can", 

Lynch took me up on it and kept me with him all day A& helping make 

the funeral arrangements etc.

Hilary was taken on Monday with ordinary "Jordan Jumps" - on Tuesday it dMn'tijaprpve 
and they thought it might be typhoid, but took a blood test and found notgftAjKgf£ 
hefc to the Italian Hospital Tuesday afternoon.
